Plan For Supports. 

The Senate bill would con- 
tinue#for two years existing 
price supports of 75 to 90 per 
cent of parity on cotton. After 
that supports would be 90. per 


cent of the average price of 


one-inch cotton at spot markets 
but not lower than 30 cents a 
pound or 60 per cent of parity, 
whichever is higher. 

Parity is a standard declared 
by law to give farmers a fair 
price in relation to the cost of 
things they must buy. 

One new provision would 
permit cotton growers to over- 
plant allotments by 40 per cent 
but their support would be 15 
per cent below that of farmers 
who stayed within allotments. 

The national cotton allot- 
ment could not be less than 
16,000,000 acres with another 


310,000 added to prevent cuts | 


for small farmers. They could 
continue to plant up to 10 
acres or their 1958 allotments, 
whichever is lower. 

Benson said this was “a 
giant stride towards making 
cotton more competitive with 
synthetic fibers and in world 
markets.” 

The bill would drop past 


efforts to control production of 


corn and livestock feed grains 
through a system of planting 
limits and related price sup- 
ports. 

Instead, all corn growers 
would be assured of a support 
based on the highest of three 
alternatives: 90 per cent of the 
recent three-year average, 
$1.10 a bushel, or 60 per cent 
of parity.

The Missouri Constitution limits the city- 
county adjustments that the Freeholders can 
propose to four—or possibly to combinations 
‘of the four. One such option is the creation 
of a metropolitan district for the functional 
administration of common services. 

Within such a district, city and county are 
“merged” in the sense that for purposes of 
the service or services being performed, 
neither city nor county exists. The Metro- 
politan St. Louis Sewer District operates 
under this option; within it, for sewer pur- 
poses, all of the city has been merged with 
the populated part of the county. 


The university-sponsored Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey urged that a similar district 
be established to take over such area-wide 
functions as sewers, traffic, transit regula- 
tion, planning, industrial promotion, civil de- 
fense and property assessment. A possible 
legal bar to the full utilization of this option 
is that many of these functions are not neces- 
sarily services, but may be in legal terms ex- 
ercises of the police power. If so, then the 
metropolitan district concept might not be 
sufficiently broad to accomplish what the 
Freeholders find needs doing. 


Neither the Freeholders nor citizens gener- 
ally should close their minds to any of the 
possible remedies. It is conceivable that the 
best solution to city-county problems lies in 
complete merger. The idea ought not to be 
foreclosed until it has been explored in detail 
and the alternatives assessed. 

Under the first of the four constitutional 
options, the people of city and county have 
power to “consolidate the territories and gov- 
ernments of the city and county into one po- 
litical subdivision under the municipal gov- 
ernment of the city.” A few lawyers interpret 
this to mean only. that the city could absorb 
the county government but could not touch 
the 97 county municipalities. 

* * ~ 


In 1926, however, a proposal to consolidate 
the whole shooting match—the city, the coun- 
ty, the county’s then 13 incorporated commu- 
nities and even the school systems—was sub- 
mitted at the polls. It carried in the city in 
a light vote by about 7 to 1, but lost in the 
county, 2 to 1, with some 67 per cent of the 
county’s 50,000 registration turning out. In 
the city-county area as a whole it carried by 
better than 2 to 1, 

In addition to the not-unexpected opposi- 
tion based on alleged interference in local 
affairs, three other reasons for defeat in the 
county were advanced. The special election 
on consolidation was held on Oct. 26, 1926, a 
week in advance of the mid-term general elec- 
tions, andwthere was a fear that county voters. 
might be disfranchised by the consolidation.

In the 30 years sincé then, the county's’ 
problems, along with those of the St. Louis 
area as a whole, have grown ever more com- 
plex. ‘Their solution may require some de- 
gree of merger, either on the basis of individ.

district or complete governmental conselida 
tion. At this stage, fixed ideas on any gov- 
ernmental ‘mathinery should be avoided.

Fair War ‘on the Gas Tax 

Rex M. Whitton, Chief Engineer of the 
State Highway ‘Commission, was being frank 
with Missourians when he said the state may 
seek an increase in its gasoliné tax. He told 
a Metropolitan Freeholders’ committee that 
“we are going toehave to tell the people 
soon that we need more money.” And mem- 
bers of the State Tax Commission have sug- 
gested, among other reveriue-increasing pro- 
posals, a l-cent gas tax increase. 

In time the public can expect the Highway 
Department to suggest a specific increase and

In other words, 
the object would be to reach fruitful agree- 
ments rather than to register differences by 
votes. 

This seemed to make very good sense. What 
Mr. Macmillan proposed was that the confer- 
ence should not get bogged down in a public 
propaganda show. He seemed to be thinking 
in terms of a formal Security Council meeting 
which would appoint a “summit” subcommit- 
tee to meet in private. These conferees would 
try to agree on resolutions which could then 
be recommended to the Security Council. If 
they could not agree, there would be no reso- 
lutions and no voting. If they did agree, 
tremendous progress might be made toward 
peace and stability in the Middle East. 


Somewhat surprisingly perhaps, Khrush- 
chev accepted this procedure explicitly. But 
President Eisenhower has not mentioned it 
in any of his communications. 

Does this mean that the United States will 
go into a summit conference for the purpose 
of discussion but not for the purpose of seek- 
ing agreements? Does it mean that our Gov- 
ernment will put more emphasis upon regis- 
tering differences by votes than upon serious, 
private negotiation? 

Let us hope that the omission was inad- 
vertent. But since it leaves the American po- 
sition open to the interpretation just indi- 
cated, the error, if such it is, should be 
promptly repaired. 


Pass the Butter 


A panel of dairy experts in the United Na- 
tions Food and Agricultural Organization lays 
world dairy woes—and particularly those of 
butter—largely to national price-support pol- 
iciés which keep prices artificially high. It 
suggests lower prices, better butter, richer 
milk, and measures to reduce the costs of 
production and distribution. 


This program would be well worth trying 
if for no other reason than that the programs 
already tried have obviously not worked very 
well. From May of last year to May of this 
year world butter stocks rose from 190,000 to 
275,000 tons. Production is increasing, de- 
mand is stationary and in some countries 
diminishing, export prices have shrunk’ by 
nearly half in the past four years, and export 
markets have seriously dwindled. : 

What is the alternative to a hopeless course 
of producing more and more for surplus? 

FAO thinks it is the hopeful course 
of reinvigorating consumption af home. That 
is certainly the free-enterprise method. It 
is in the long tradition of our country. And 
it might just work! Why not give it a try? 


Two Other Cities on Parking 


City Manager L. P. Cookingham of Kansas 
City brought St. Louis a message it needs to 
hear in his address before the Advertising 
Club. The message told of Kansas City’s 
progress in providing off-street parking in the 
downtown area. 

The major accomplishment so far, City 
Manager Cookingham said, is the building of 
a municipal underground’ parking garage 
whi¢h can handle 1200 automobiles in the 
westérn downtown shopping area. This, how- 
ever, is only the start. A municipal redevel- 
opment project on Kansas City’s north side, 
now begun, will have space for 1800 automo- 
biles. Plans are in process for underground 
parking for 500 cars under the civic center 
in Kansas City’s eastern déwntown area. 


These three off-street parking projects will 
accommodate 3500 automobiles—just about 
the number which will be pushed off the St. 
Louis riverfront memorial area within the 
next six months.

Suburban Politicians Attempting to Emasculate New Plan

Establishing a metropolitah gov- 
ernment is a task beset with many 
difficulties. One of the greatest is 
overcoming the suburban opposition 
to any change in the status quo, as 
Louisville learned from the Mallon 
plan's defeat. 

Greater Miami last year finally 
overcame that obstacle. However, 
its “metro” program is still. having 
trouble. 

It’s an ironic situation. The Mi- 
ami plan is based on strong “home 
rule” at the coun- 
ty, rather than 
the municipal,

The constitutionality of the refer- 
endum petition has been challenged 
in court. The final ‘decision no 
doubt will rest with the Florida Su- 
preme Court. That tribunal already 
has upheld the state constitutional 
amendment which made the Miami- 
Dade county plan possible, and also 
the locally adopted charter which 
put it into operation. 


This does not mean, however, that 
the court might not find the pending 
petition legal under the liberal 
home-rule provisions of the county 
charter it seeks to destroy. 


That would put the issue once 
again to Dade county voters. Well, 
they came through for “metro” when 
the enabling constitutional amend- 
ment was on the ballot and again 
last year when the charter plan itself 
was up for a vote. 

So, on the face of things, there 
seems no need to fear that metro- 
politan government is in any great 


For a New Middle East Policy 


From The Wichita Eagle 

Suppose you were asked to devise 
a new policy for the United States. 
What would. you. suggest? 

Maybe the hint of a starting point 
can be found in what the new Iragi 
Ambassador to London quoted Iraq's 
new Premier as saying: 

“For God's sake, make it clear to 
the West that we are still their 
friends. We will be their friends 
and we should like to continue the 
former relations between Iraq and 
the West.” 

If, as this might indicate on its 
face, we do still have friends in the 
Middle East, let’s lay out what the 
United States could do: 


1. Annoufice a new Mid-East 
“Marshall Plan”—designed to -pro- 
vide Western money (preferably 
loans) for building the economies of 
the Arab states to self-ststaining 


_ levels. 
2. Lay out for each of the cotin-_ 


tries a challenging program of dams, 
irrigation projects, schools, high- 
ways, sanitation projects — to be 
launched immediately. 


3. Promise the Arab nations sup- 
port in demanding a greater propor- 
tion of the revenues from. Middle 
East oil to be plowed back Into the 
above projects (this would antag- 
onize the United States oil com- 
panies but that is unimportant when 
the stakes are the whole Mid-East). 


4. Promise no military moves 
against the Middle East’, no demands 
that the countries there be “pro- 
West”; let them all take aid from 
others, too, if they can get it. 


5. Make it elear that the Arabs 
must accept Israel but that the 
United States will not permit the 
Jewish state to expand. 


6. Outline this program in unmis- 
takable terms to leaders such as 
Egypt's President Nasser—lay it out 
that we will support them in any 
effort to benefit their peoples. 


Would this capture the imagina- 
tion and vision of men like Nasser? 
It should. And it could mean keep- 
ing Russia out of the Middle East 
for all time. It would cost a lot. 
But so will “policing” the Middle 
East indefinitely.

While it is clear enough what we 
are against in the Middle East, no- 
body has yet said what we are for. 
What should be our aim? 

It is obvious that we shall have 
to rule out as a goal merely installing 
or supporting governments that are 
unable to stand on their own feet, 


even if indirect aggression is halted. 


By the same token we shall have to 
think through whether we are right 
in assuming that a triumph of Arab 
nationalism, in the form of revolts 
against governments friendly to us

Once it gets over these, as we hope 
it will, it could set an example for 
other troubled metropolitan areas, 
including Louisville, to follow. 


The Miami plan, subject always to

To administer the program, Dade 
county looked all over the United 
States for the ablest government ca- 
reer man available. It found its man 
in, of all places, California. 


O. W. Campbell, after an enviable 
record as city manager of San Diego, 
now is county manager of Dade at 
a salary of $35,000 a year. That may 
sound high, but if it brings metro- 
politan Miami out of the stultifying 
wilderness of suburbanitis it will 
turn out to have been money well in- 
invested. 


The Miami plan, for all its trou- 
bles, will bear watching. 


but no longer popular at home, must 
mean a Communist Middle East. 


It is of course entirely possible 
that President Nasser has gone so 
far in his flirtation with Russia that 
he cannot escape Soviet enslavement 
even if he wants to. But must there 
necessarily be a Soviet Mid-East if 
pro-Western governments are top- 
pled? The new government of Iraq 
says it wants to remain friendly with, 
and continue sehing oil to, the 
West. President Nasser says that on 
his sudden visit to Moscow he ap- 
pealed to Mr. Khrushchev not to 
take any action threatening peace. 


After all, a neutral is one who is 
in neither camp. We ought to re- 
member our own long history of neu- 
trality. Perhaps Nehru’s India and 
even Nasser’s UAR are in their dif- 
ferent ways only the modern Asian 
and Middle Eastern counterparts. It 
could be that if we do not ourselves 
drive Arab nationalism into the So- 
viet camp, it will be independent. 
If these Arab nations are really 
struggling to be free, it makes little 
sense for the free world to fight. 


What the free world needs in the 
Middle East, then, is (1) stable gov- 
ernments, popularly based, and (2) 
governments that are not Communist 
stooges. To set our sights in this 
direction may not mean we shall get 
there. But what other direction is 
there in which to head?
